When,  to  use  a  detestable  phra-e,  you  go  out  into  the  liatlle  of  hfe  you  will  l)e  corifronteil  1»\  an 
organized  conspiracv  whifh  will  trv  to  make  you  believe  that  the  world  is  governeci  by  the  idea  of  wealth 
for  wealth's  sake,  .lud  that  all  means  which  lead  t<i  the  af.juisition  of  tliat  wealth  are.  if  not  laudable, 
at  least  expedient.  Those  of  you  who  have  fitly  imbibed  the  s|)irit  of  our  I'niversity  -and  it  wiis  not 
a  materialistic  universitv  which  trained  a  scholar  to  take  Itoth  the  I'ravon  ami  the  Ireland  in  Kngland  — 
will  violently  resent  that  thought,  t  ii  you  will  live,  and  eat.  and  move,  and  have  your  being  in  a  vorld 
dominated  b-y   that   thoutcht.     Sortie   of   you    will    probal)!}    succumb    to   the   poi.son  of  it. 

Now,  I   tlo  n(jt  ask  you   not  to  be  carried  away  l)y   the  first    rush    of  the  great   game   o\'  Wir      That 
expecting  you  to  bn^  more  than  human.     But   1  do  a.>k  yoa,  aftei   the  first  heat  of  the  j^ame.  *^  a'      .)U  drav\ 
breath  and  watch  y(;ur  fellows  for  a  while.     Sooiier  or  later  you  will  see  some  man   to  wliwri    the  idea    of 
wealth   a.>   mere   wealtli     U^- ^   not    appeal,    whom   the  methods  of  ama««ing  that   wealth  do  not  interest,  and 
who    will    not    acc.'pt    money    if    you    offer    it    ■•     him    at    a  certain    price. 

A*  first  you  will  be  inclined  to  laugh  at  this  riuiii  and  to  think  that  he  is  not  >!M:irt  i»i  his  ideas.

he  will  not  go  in  fear  of  yc>a.  Vou  will  do  what  he  waut<:  he  will  not  do  what  you  want.  Vou  will 
find  that  you  have  no  we.ipon  iu  >our  armoury  with  wliich  you  can  attack  him;  no  argumeio  with 
which    you    can    appeal    to    him      Whatever   ymi    gain,    tie    will    gain    more. 

I  would  like  you  to  stu<ly  that  man.  I  would  like  you  belter  to  be  that  man,  because  from  the  lovv<'r 
point  of  ^■iew   ■      doesn't    pay   to    be    obses,s*'.'   by   the   desire   of   wealih    for   wealths  sake.     If   ruorc   wealth 
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i.-*  tipcessary  to  yuu.  for  purposes  not  vomv  own.  use  yc^ur  left  hand  ir,  acquire  it,  hut  keep  your  ri^rht  for 
your  proper  work  in  life.  If  you  fMiiploy  Ix.fii  urins  in  that  «ame  >(,u  will  i.e  in  (hmger  of  stooping;  in 
•  lunger  alx)  of  losinir  your  soul.  But  in  spire  of  everythinu  you  may  succeed,  >,,u  may  he  successful,  you 
may  acquire  enormou>  uealth..  In  which  case  I  warn  you  that  you  stand  in  ^rave  danu-M-  (,f  heing  sp.^ken 
and  written  of  and  pointed  out  as  ;i  smart  man.  And  that  is  one  of  the  most  t^-rrihle  calannties 
that    cui    overtake    a    sane,    ci\ili/.ed,    white    man    in    our    Kmpire    to-(hn. 

Tliey  say  youth  i>  the  season  of  hope,  amhition.  and  uplift  -tfi.vt  the  last  wr.rd  youth  n.'od.-  i.-  an 
exhortation  to  he  dieeriul.  Some  of  you  here  know,  and  I  reuiemher.  that  vouth  can  he  a  season  of  ^^reat 
depression,  despondencies  duuhts.  and  wavennur.,  the  woi^e  heiause  tiiey  seem  tn  he  pe.uliar  (o  our- 
selves and  MicommuniciUde  to  our  fellnw>  There  i<  a  certain  darkness  itit-,  which  the  ^oul  ot'  the  yountr 
man  s<,nie  time  de.>;cends--a  horror  of  desolation,  ahandonment.  and  real'./ed  worthle>sne-  which  i^ 
one  of  the  most  reni  of  the  hells  in  which  we  are  compnlled  to  walk.
